The 
new stuff includes some off-camber and 
is going to be tight in spots. 


A bargaining dispute with the local 
union (union local?) has halted 
production of Harley Vee-twin engines 
in Milwaukee for an indefinite period. 
Complete motorcycles are still being 
assembled from inventoried parts at 
York, Pa. None of the lightweight

This opinion could set a precedent. 


GOOD NEWS Dept. Thanks to 
M.O.R.E. lobbying and letters from 
voters, California’s Red Rock Canyon is 
still open for riding; this year’s version 
of the .mandatory helmet law was 
defeated before it was introduced; 
motorcycles will be exempt from 
mandatory No Fault Insurance and 
muffler violations won’t go on your 
driver’s license. 


Ron Keys, Canada’s most successful 
motocross racer, has decided to retire 
from MX competition. He'll still ride 
enduro-and ISDT events for Can-Am. 


In last week’s 250 GP story, it was 
noted that Jaroslav Falta lost the GP 
because of a flat rear tire. What wasn’t 
noted was that Swede Torlief Hansen 
won on a flat front tire, which he rode 
on for 25 minutes of the second moto. 


Promoters Media Max called to say that 
any spectators who don’t feel that the 
Superbowl rider ‘list lives up to its 
promise can get their money back at 
Gate 6 before the international motos. 
But for a mere $6.50, it promises to be 
a pretty good show by any standards. 
There will be a dump tank provided for 
MX fans arriving in campers and motor 
homes, and as a result of the 
Saddleback/OCIR-coordinated high 
school motocross finals, the city of Los 
Angeles has awarded the Superbowl a 
civic service commendation.

RIVERSIDE, CAL., JUNE 15-16 

One of the ‘most imaginative 
course layouts the SRA has ever 
devised for their Riverside Scram- 
bles, an event now in its sixth 
edition, was the highlight for most 
riders in two days of Beginner and 
Novice racing at world-famous 
Riverside International Raceway. 
Dirty bike riders invaded the domain of 
the CanAm cars and dug it. 

The SRA was the first organization 
to use the combination of cross country 
and road race asphalt for sportsman 
racers at Riverside and is still 
successfully drawing over a 1000 racers 
to a very loose racing format in which 
the emphasis is completely on fun. 

SRA head Ron Vincellette put 
together a fairly easy but interesting fast 
course that offered something for every 
inclination of rider, including about as 
much elevation. change as physically 
possible at Riverside, maybe -12 feet 
over the jumps. There was enough hard 
road to satisfy the veriest pavement 
freak and even some bermed, wet 
corners for those who knew about MX 
turns. Most of what you bounced over 
was bumpy, uphill-downhill fast stuff. 
SRA riders’ instructions about jetting 
rich and gearing high were disregarded 
only if you liked to buy new bike parts. 

Despite the pre-race pessimism of CN 
racer-writers, dust control was the best 
ever seen at Riverside. You could 
actually see around all of the course 
past the start and avoid hitting a rider if 
he fell in front of you. 

Unofficial fastest ride of the 
weekend was turned in by young Baja 
veteran Bruce Bormhurst on a KX450 
Kawasaki. He was ranked as an 
“advanced” Novice and we guess third 
in Baja is pretty advanced. It seemed 
like almost all the class winners ran 
away with the lead over the six mile 
course, able to stretch out their 
advantage running free of traffic. The 
interesting racing for spectators was 
almost always for positions two through 
five. When you read the names of those 
finishers in the results pages, you'll 
know that it was pretty close with some 
determined handlebar banging in many 
of the Novice classes. 

If you liked bike racing, any type of 
racing, and dig fun in the sun, that’s 
what the SRA dished up at Riverside 
last weekend. To see how you finished, 
turn to the results pages. They must 
have stayed up all night figuring. e

“Well, there goes Italy”:

POTOSI, MO., JUNE 1-2 

The Potosi ISDT Two Day Quali- 
fier round may be remembered as 
the heart breaker of the 1974 
enduro scene. At Potosi many of 
the best known names in 
American ISDT competition had 
their hopes of making the presti- 
gious American , team totally 
dashed or severely harmed, It is. ironic 
that the course, which was described by 
one competitor as being ‘about as 
rough as a hare scrambles,” should claim 
as its victims the likes of Malcolm 
Smith, who was forced out on the first 
day with iginition problems. Tom 
Penton, still suffering from a shoulder 
injury sustained in a motocross the 
previous week, also dropped out early in 
the first day and retired to the local 
A&W to drown his sorrows in root beer. 
Eventual winner Jack Penton, riding one 
of the new Mint 400 bikes, was not 
without his problems. Penton led the 
scoring at the end of the first day with a 
900 tally closely followed by Joe Barker 
(903), Billy Uhl (907), and Carl Cranke 
(913). Jack rode flawlessly on the 
second day until just before the last 
check, when he crunched his foot. With 
only the five lap special test on a local 
motocross track keeping him from 
victory he decided to’ press on. 
Following the special test in which he 
finished second’ to Carl Cranke, Jack 
Penton told brother Tom that he was 
afraid he had broken his foot. 

Other riders were also hit with 
misfortune. The Rokon team had ridden 
both days with all members on gold 
time but just before the final check the 
belt on Jim Simmons’ bike split and by 
the time he was checked in he had lost 
his gold and was ten minutes into a 
silver finish. Bren Moran, who took a 
gold at Fort Hood and was running well 
enough at Potosi to warrant a place on 
the ISDT team, had his engine blubber 
to a halt on the last lap of the special 
test with approximately a hundred feet 
to the finish which was at the top of a 
hill. Moran quickly dismounted and 
changed spark plugs, but the bike 
rewarded him with nothing more than a 
few pops and a sigh. Moran then pushed 
the bike to the top of the hill and the 
finish amid enthusiastic cheering and 
encouragement from the crowd. All 
Moran had to say at the end was “There 
goes Italy in the last hundred feet.” 

In the manufacturers’ competition, 
Penton East and West dominated the 
two top spots, with the Husky B team 
finishing third ahead of the Rokon 
team, : 

Jack Penton took the Overall victory 
with a final score of 1806 ahead of Carl 
Cranke (1827), Billy Uhl (1827), and 
Joe Barker (1844). :

Meanwhile Bill Saltzman, who was 
also way up there Overall, took 
advantage of others’ misfortunes to get 
the 400 class win behind a now-healed 
Cordis Brooks (2nd Overall, 2nd 250). 

Balentine remounted and took 
second 400, Former AME Number One 
Pete Maley ied the Amateurs through 
the pits, but soon found out desert is 
not like motocross. Several-time 
Amateur winner Mike Powers got by 
him within sight of the finish. 

If the Experts were confused, 
consider what was going through the 
Novices’ minds. Spokebender Bob 
Wadlow and Rover Danny Phillips had 
their usual Novice battle, switching the 
lead back and forth. Wadlow finally 
took about a four minute lead after 
Phillips crashed, loosening his 
handlebars. 

Louis Darling on his baby Elsinore 
may have been third Novice and first 
175. Until the lap sheets are sorted out, 
many finishing positions will be 
impossible to figure. Watch next week

Irwindale 

Eropkin brought his string to three 
straight 125 Pro wins. It could have 
been a sweep but in the second moto 
crashed while in the lead. His fourth 
didn’t hurt him, however. Don 
Bongiorno (Hon) wrapped up second 
over Bell. 

Jeff Vidic (Mai) made it two 250 Pro 
races straight and defeated Rex Staten

did it by winning the final two motos to 
come from behind after Staten’s first 
race victory.

But, not so in the 500 Pros. West, 
with a bit more horsepower beneath 
him, rocketed away to win in all three 
classes with lavish leads.

Lap after lap they stayed in a 
group, but Lunde started to fade, Tyer 
slipped back, too, and the dicing 
continued with a gap of 50 yards 
separating first from fifth at the halfway 
point. 

McDougal, riding tenaciously, picked 
off the win and held Bower in check for 
second.

Overall, that gave McDougal the 
victory, (surprisingly only his second of 
the year after winning 38 in 1973), 

Rich Eierstedt and Rex Staten 
teamed up for the factory Honda sweep 
in the 250s, each winning a moto but 
Rich’s second to Rex’s third in the 
other making the difference, Jeff Vidic 
(Mai) took third. After an outstanding 
Saturday ride, Tommy Croft (Fra) took 
a tired fourth. 

Then, of course, Clements swept the 
500s over West and Mark Rodman

Forcibly aggressive Rob Morrison 
won both the Trophy Dash and 
the Expert Main, but a pack of 
fast Juniors almost stole the show 
with an all-night display of old 
fashioned wheel-to-wheel racing. 
Moisture from the air made the 
track surface a bit strange tonight 
(Ascot clay is compounded with 
moisture-absorbing chemicals to combat 
dust). It started out soft, loose and 
cushiony, having been very deeply 
worked by the track crew. 

Time trials opened with the track in a 
slow condition, becoming faster as a 
groove got laid down. Many Experts, 
and not a few Juniors, had trouble 
getting tires and suspension to work 
together. with the loose surface, and 
only a few really adapted to it as it 
packed down. No less than five Juniors 
(who timed in after the Experts) got 
under Terry Dorsch’s top Expert time 
of 23.19 seconds. 


went up the straight abreast with Rayn 
Gifford barely nudging his way into the 
first turn lead. Dennis Briggs came 
around the outside, got a wheel by on 
the back chute, then faded as Walt 
Foster charged into the fray. Walt took 
over briefly in the north tum, then 
Ryan charged back next go-round, 
bobbled frighteningly in the north turn, 
recovered and pulled up even. The two 
then went- around about two laps 
virtually side by side, with Gifford 
barely winning the exchange after 
apparently bluffing Foster off the fast 
line out of the last turn with a fierce 
inside charge. 

After all this derring-do to work up 
to it, the Junior Main was a relatively 
calm affair. The key word is “relative” 
because after Tom Berry led off the line 
with Gifford right behind, it became 
anybody’s race as Al Jorgensen, Gifford, 
Rich Kraft (who had almost stuffed it 
into the wall after a horrendous bobble 
in the south turn during the Semi), and 
Walt Foster all passed Berry in turn on 
their way to wrestle cach other. Kraft 
went way wide in the south turn, letting 
Foster by, then re-took third and went 
on to unsuccessfully pressure Clifford 
for second, All this went on pretty well 
unknown to leader Jorgensen. 


Pole-sitter Terry Dorsch stood the 
Yamaha up all the way from the start of 
the Trophy Dash to the first turn, but 
this cost him time and left him in last 
place as Horton and Morrison tangled 
for first. They went at it back and forth 


Rob Morrison nailed the Trophy Dash, petted the 
trophy queen, and then went back out and won the Main. 


In the five-heat Novice scramble to 
make the Main, Brian Garcia, Elbert 
Turner, Mike Thompson, Shawn 
Leipold, and Steve Eklund all 
transferred direct after winning their 
heats. John Matherson made . Doug 
Garrison work hard to win the Semi in 
the closing laps, being pressed forward 
by repeated charges from Jim Wright 
(whom we erroneously called Jeff a 
couple weeks back. Sorry.) 

The Novice Main was stopped when 
Matherson stuffed it hard into the wall 
after going into an uncontrollable speed 
wobble out of the north turn. The 
impact knocked John cold, but the 
announcement came back from the 
hospital that he was resting OK with a 
possible mild concussion. 

Before the crash, Elbert Turner had 
taken a clear lead after Garrison laid it 
down during a second lap dice with 
Brian Garcia and Steve Eklund. Garrison 
made the single file restart, but was 
unable to regain lost ground, Turner had 
it his own way in front, though Eklund 
closed it up in the final laps, being 
driven forward by a repeatedly charging 
Garcia. 

The Junior sorting-out process ‘kept 
the crowd on its feet through four 
ferocious heats, In the first go, Randy 
Roderick lost his hole-shot lead after 
Mike Myers rode across from outside 
into the first turn with Art Fredenburg 
in tow. As the three pulled away in a 
tight group, Fredenburg began to put 
the heat on Myers. By mid race, he had 
charged up the inside of the South Tum 
only to get the gate slammed on him, 
held on up the back straight and got a 
wheel by in the north turn. He and 
Myers drag raced up the front straight, 
then Art tucked under in the next turn 
to make it a clear passing. 

The next heat, the entire front row 





most of the first two laps, then 
Morrison apparently settled it by giving 
Horton a hard shove in the north turn, 
This made Tom extremely moody, and 
he dropped back to third to think dark 
thoughts, letting Bob Sanders by. 

The Morrsion/Horton/Sanders match 
re-opened in the Expert Main. Horton 
and Sanders together put Morrison 
behind them when Rob got 
momentarily out of shape. He came 
back and got both of them in one 
swoop while the rest of the pack 
erupted into confusion. 

Ron Moore had gone down coming 
out of the north turn in front of the 
latter half of the pack. Ron vaulted over 
the wall safely, and most of the pack 
dragged down inside his bike, but 
Terry Dorsch was forced to ride the tiny 
gap between Moore’s bike and the wall. 
Terry got into a couple of bad 
tank-slappers on the recovery, which 
Sammy Tanner described as “awfully 
chancy for a few seconds.” 

Things finally settled down as 
Sanders faded to third and Horton, who 
had his hands full of uncooperative 
Yamaha on the slicky, wavy surface, 
wasn’t too enthusiastic about 
exchanging more body blocks with 
Morrison, He made several charges going 
into the turns, which seemed to put him 
on a slower exit line, leaving Morrison 
room to horsepower away.

Gaston wins his first GP in the rain 
— Jim drops out again

BIELSTEIN, W. GERMANY, JUNE 9 
The 250 World Motocross Champ- 
ionship is producing unexpected 
sensations. In seven Grands Prix so 
far, eight different riders have won 
at least one of the two points- 
counting races at each round. 
They are, in case you don’t know 
them by heart: Raymond Boven, 
Gunnady Moisseiev, Jaroslav Falta, Jiri 
Churavy, Torlief Hansen, Harry Everts, 
Gaston Rahier, and now, finally Joel 
Robert. 

That’s also six separate marques taking 
the checkered flag first. In the lead, it’s 
still Russian Gunnady Moisseiev (KTM) 
with 20 points over Czech Jaroslav Falta 
(CZ). These two have been swapping 
places like musical chairs throughout 
the season. Neither finished both motos 
in Germany because of engine trouble, 
but both finished second in at least one 
moto-keeping their distance. 

After showing good form, ‘Jim 
Pomeroy, dropped out of both motos in 
Germany. In the first, his gearbox broke 
up while he was challenging for the lead, 
In the second, he crashed on the first 
lap, injuring a knee and had to be 
carried away by stretcher. 

Fortunately, the damage to Jim is 


not thought to be too serious, mainly 
cuts and bruises. He was not the only 
star to come to grief on the nasty, wet 
Bielstein track. 

Sensation of the last- two Grands 
Prix, Torlief Hansen (Kaw) fell badly in 
both races, and failed to restart. Belgian 
Harry Everts was severely detuned by 
similar incidents. 

The sensation in Germany was the 
Suzuki trio of Gaston Rahier, Joel 
Robert, and Sylvian Geboers. They’ve 
been so erratic this season that the 
factory must have been looking into the 
fine print of their lucrative three-year 
contracts. Now Suzuki may have to 
think again. 

Bielstein is one. of the ‘oldest 
motocross tracks in Europe, with the 
ruts to prove it. When it gets wet, it’s 
not just damp, it’s awash, with broad, 
waterlogged turns and a slippery hill 
section crossing a paved road going both 
up and down, 

Saturday practice was run while it 
was still just damp, and Harry Everts 
was timed, fastest. When they ran 
another session on Sunday, it took 
many riders by surprise. 

First moto 

Gaston Rahier led the pack through 
the first watersplash, with Jim Pomeroy 
closing on him in the opening laps. 
Meanwhile, a big pile-up had drowned 
many hopefuls, including Vie Allan and 
Harry Everts. 

As they struggled on, Jim crept up 
on the Suzuki’s tail, harrassing him 
uphill, drawing alongside him down the 
drop and attempting to cut underneath 
Rahier to the exit. But as they were 
racing neck and neck, Jim’s gearbox 
broke up, and he had to pull out with 
only 13 minutes elapsed. 

Moisseiev took over seocnd, but 
German hope Hans Maisch (Mai) fell 
and dropped out to the disappointment 
of local fans. Falta was content to 
follow for two-thirds of the race. It was 
too risky for any do-or-die overtaking, 
but after 30 minutes he went out with a 
water-soaked engine. 

That left the rest of Team Suzuki, 
Geboers and Robert, to take third and 
fourth, followed by fellow Belgian 
Boven on the very quick Montesa. 

Good rides were turned in by some 
of the younger racers, including 20 
year-old Belgian Jean-Claude. Laquaye 
(Yam) and contemporary, Swede Hakan 
Carlqvist (Oss), taking the place of more 
famous namesake, Hakan Anderssson 
still too badly injured to return to GP 
competition. 

Second moto 

Even before the gate fell, Moisseiev 
was bouncing up and down on the start 
line and indicating to his KTM 
mechanics that the latest prototype 
springless suspension units haven't got 
any damping, either. But there’s nothing 
they can do, and within a few laps from 
the start; he pulls out. 

Jim got a bad start, then came off 
trying to make up ground on the first 
lap. He spectated from the first-aid tent 
after his crash. 

Rahier was quickest out of the gate

DeCoster closes the gap in 
Czecho; Brad picks up points; 
DiStefano ninth Overall

Two men completely dominate 


500cc motocross 


Grand Prix. 


Heikki Mikkola still holds a 46- 
point lead im this year’s World 


Championship battle, but reigning 
champion Roger DeCoster is doing 
everything he can to close the gap, 
creeping up on points, and putting 
pressure on the Flying Finn. 

Mikkola has often, in the past, 
looked good in the first half of the 
series, but deteriorated when real 
pressure is turned on, getting ragged 
under strain. But, judging from last 
Sunday’s Czech round, he’s not going to 
be shaken easily from a shot at his first 
world title, 

The track at Prerov had been 
specially widened for the event but, like 
all East European circuits, was on the 
tight and tricky side. An unusually cold 
spell struck on race weekend, bringing 
ominous rain clouds. On Sunday, the 
heavens opened and turned the ground 
into a quagmire. 

Mikkola had all the style and speed 
in timing, followed by DeCoster, and 
the Dutch Suzuki teammate, Gerrit 
Wolsink. Brad never really settled down 
on the track and was some way back. It 


. was a real disappointment after his 


excellent rides in the last few Grands 
Prix, but it pointed out the toughness of 
the World Championship circuit 
having to adapt, week after week, to 
totally different conditions and types of 
tracks. Brad has excelled when the going 
has been hard and fast, as in Italy, and 
in Denmark, where some of the bikes 
were geared to do 90 MPH down the 
finishing straights. But the East 
Europeans tend to have motocross 
tracks which would suit an enduro 
better than a motocross. Though Brad 
failed to finish in the points in the first 
moto, somehow he managed to struggle 
through torrential rain and finish eighth 
in the second leg. Tony DiStefano got a 
CZ factory bike, some training at the 
factory and finished 11th and 12th in 
the two motos which netted him ninth 
Overall in his first Grand Prix and his 
first ride in Europe. He may not be a 
privateer anymore. The CZ factory was 
pleased with his performance. 
First moto 

Just as in timed practice, it was 
Mikkola, DeCoster and Wolsink, who set 
the pace. Mikkola took the lead on lap 
three, and held onto it with both 
Suzukis in his wake. As has happened in 
so many GPs, once out front, Mikkola 





rode like a man possessed, sure of his 
win, and never making a mistake. 
DeCoster began to close in the later 
stages, but the Finn put on a spurt in 
the last laps, crossing the line with a 
comfortable 10 second margin. 

An unlucky Wolsink lost third, which 
he had held all race on the very last lap. 
The man who sneaked in to take his

place was crafty Adolf Weil (Mai) who 
spent the whole 45 minutes relentlessly 
cutting into the Dutch man’s advantage. 


Second moto 

By the time the second moto started, 
driving rain was sending 15,000 
spectators huddling for meager shelter. 
Conditions on the track were looking 
very unpleasant. 

The pack got off to a bad, slippery 
start with Mikkola searching frantically 
for grip, balking, and getting off the line 
right in the middle of traffic. DeCoster, 
of course, master of all conditions, was 
out in front. By riding like a demon, 
Mikkola caught him within three laps 
and took the lead in a remarkable 
display of speed and talent. Yet, 
somehow, he lost his grip. 

For more than half the moto, 
Mikkola fought against blinding

Scott dueled with 
Kenny Roberts during the early part of 
the race but apparent superior 
horsepower gave Scott and Harley the 
win. Ron Pierce took the show position 
behind Scott and Roberts on a Yamaha. 

Dale Singleton avenged his 
photo-finish Road Atlanta loss by 
putting his Yamaha clearly across the 
line first in Saturday’s Novice race. Skip 
Aksland took the runnerup spot, also 
aboard a Yamaha.

Ken Zahrt’s El 
Camino High School 
smashes AME’s 
championship

VALENCIA, CAL., JUNE 8 


El Camino High School, led by 
Ken Zahrt, took the Overall win in 
the California High School Moto- 
cross Championships, held by the 
American Motocross Enterprises 
(AME). 

During previous ‘Dunes events, 
announcer John Grout had pre- 
dicted a 1000-rider turnout for the 
event, originally scheduled as a two-day 
happening. 

On race day, Saturday, only about 
150 riders showed, all belonging to the 
regular corps of riders that compete in 
regular events. A few didn’t even list 
their schools. 

Due to the low turnout, AME 
President Jack Kell decided to shorten 
the event to one day. 

All the classes ran three seven-lap 
motos in preparation for a final event 
that would determine the winning 
school. More on that later. 

Zahrt, the Bultaco whiz kid, was the 
sole entry in the 500 Senior class. 
Running with the 250 Seniors, he 
breezed to two easy victories over the 
rest of the field. In the third moto, to 
make things more intėresting, he came 
off the line dead last. He passed all but

three riders on the first lap and was out 
in front a half-lap later. Chris Bartlett 
(Pen), from University High, won the 
250 Senior class. His classmate, Vic 
Triepke, took the 125 Senior victory on 
anew Honda. 

Hart High, which due to its location 
would have to be considered the home 
team, won four classes in the 
preliminary events. They were the only 
ones that appeared to be making a team 
effort, as they carried an “H” on their 
helmets, 

In staging a final, the AME tried to 
eliminate team size as a factor. That 
attempt turned into a virtual hornet’s 
nest of problems like: How to get 65 
riders started safely; how to make the 
125s competitive with the 250s and 
500s; and how to keep Zahrt from 
running away with the whole thing. 

Although it had been Kell’s intention 
to run a 20-minute final, it was 
shortened to five laps to try to eliminate 
bike size as a factor. For the start, the 
riders -lined up with their bikes on the 
west side of the starting line along the 
chain-link fence. At the sound of the 
siren, they clambered over the front

wheel they had been straddling and 
tried to start the machines. Then they 
were off. 

The scoring system was relatively 
simple. The first school with three riders 
across the finish line was the winner, 

Bartlett took the lead as it got 
underway, followed by Tim Davidson 
(El Camino, 250 Pen), with Zahrt in 
fourth. Zahrt gained the lead on the 
back straight and held it, with Bartlett 
and Davidson following. The rest of the 
pack came through in a frenzy, a 125. 
Beginner holding off a 250 Intermediate 
and so on. Zahrt won, followed by 
Bartlett and Davidson. 

The roar of the machines ceased as 
the riders sauntered over to the sign-in 
area to wait for the results. El] Camino 
won with Zahrt in first, Davidson in 
third and Dave Zahrt, on a 125 Bultaco 
in sixth. Hart got second Overall. 

Ken got the honor of accepting a 
five-foot trophy for his school, along 
with a check for $100 for the student 
body fund. 

All in all, the. event was run well 
enough, but it suffered from too high 
expectations. 

As daylight greeted the ‘Dunes on 
Sunday, the AME was putting on a 
regular event with a $1,000 purse. It 
looked astonishingly like the one run 
the previous day. e

If you read every motorcycle 
publication that’s printed in 
English, like I do, you’ve noticed 
that they’ve mostly come to look 
a lot like “Dirt Bike’ magazine. 
This is because market research 
says that the typical bike maga- 
zine buyer is a teen-age squid who 
likes pictures showing great explosions 
of dirt and doesn’t much care to read. 

Further research indicates that the 
average non-buyer of magazines who is a 
rider of motorcycles, is in his twenties 
and has just taken up riding for 
transportation. 

So you'll find a picture on the cover 
of most bike books showing a violently 
dirt-disturbing, motocross-costumed 
squid, and inside them, you'll find 
features on commuting and street riding 
and saddlebags and such. Market 
research has been known to miss the 
target by as far as the Edsel and 
dildo-shaped feminine hygiene sprays. 

I have done my own market research, 
which tells me not what is currently 
popular (everyone knows that) but what 
is going to be, as they say, Big. I learned 
this crystal-ball technique when working 
for the monthly magazines, where you 
have to anticipate motorcycling trends 
by as much as six months just to be 
timely. 

Prophesies made in print sometimes 
have a self-fulfilling power. The Zen 
explanation for this phenomenon is that 
once a thing is “crystallized” (stated, 
defined) it is exploitable. Another, 
pragmatic, reason is that periodicals 
have a powerful influence on styles. 

All the indicators agree that within 
our little hobby, motorcycling, four 
“new” sports are ripe for crystallization. 
They are, in order of magnitude; 
Speedway, Bicycle-Cross, Road Rashing, 
and something new with an old name — 
Steeplechase. 

What does this bode for the currently 
popular sports? Not badly, certainly, for 
more favorable attention will be turned 
on the sport as a whole while more 
outlets will be open for creative 
self-expression. 

Of the four, Speedway promises to be 
the biggest. There needs to be National 
League Speedway, a real Czar and team 
franchises. With televised meetings, it 
could sweep the nation, filling the 
vacuum left by baseball during the dull 
summer season. Free of manufacturer 
interest and the small-timiness of AMA, 
Speedway could be world class racing 
for the masses, 

Bicycle-Cross is destined to sweep the 
country like the hula-hoop, replacing 
the lugubrious ten-speed in the esteem 
of twelve-year-olds. Manufacturers will 
push B-X because it fills a profitable 
niche in their product line. 
Harley-Davidson should lend a pencil to 
their AMF bicycle designers. 

Road Rashing is what used to be 
called café racing, but a strawberry by 
any name smells as sweet. This is a solid 
trend that will redeploy a lot of old 
motorcycles as well as move a mountain 
of new equipment onto the streets in 
the gap between the touring cycle and 
the chopper. 

Motocross is about ready to 
transmogrify into something less 
strenuous, physically, yet more exciting 
in some ways, the way’ scrambles 
became TT’s. I don’t know what to call 
this new, high-speed motocross, so let’s 
just call it Steeplechase for now. 
Steeplechase will be something like 
motocross on prepared, stadium-type 
tracks, with progressive programs, like 
flat track, and perhaps Handicap races. 
Except for the scoring system, the 
“Superbowl of Motocross” is a 
Steeplechase.

It will cost $70,000 to build the 
Superbowl motocross track inside the 
Los Angeles Coliseum and 70,000 
square feet of carpet to pad the course 
area. Close to 50,000 of you motocross 
fans are expected to sit back, probably 
with a frosty in hand, and spectate. 
Fifty-four Southern California high 
schools have qualified riders through a 
series of high school motocrosses 
coordinated and run through 
Saddleback/OCIR’s Jim Manning. But 
the reason that the money, the 
spectators, and the high school finals are 
coming together, the core reason, ts that 
some of the finest motocross racers in 
the world will bring their bikes into the 
stadium lured by the promise of cash 
and prestige and, possibly, better 
factory contracts. (Can-Am, for 
example, has promised a works 125 
Can-Am MX machine to the most 
promising high school rider.) Nearly 50 
riders in national and international 250 
classes have been signed for the event. A 
few of those who could be at the head 
of the pack are identified on this page. 
Some you already know, some you 


might have never heard of. But none of 


them, either European, or American are 
slouches. 


The comp 


Roger DeCoster 
What more can be said about this man? 
Champion of the world in 500cc 


motocross for the last three years, 
Winner of nearly 30 motocross Grands 
Prix; winner of the Motocross des 
Nations for the last three years in a row; 
Roger DeCoster, Belgian by birth and 
residence and international by 
profession and inclination, defines the 
complete motocross racer. He may just 
be the best, the fastest motocrosser in 
the world right now exhibiting that rare 
combination of skill, intelligence, and 
determination that make a champion — 
in any sport. If a poll were taken for the 
top motocross rider in international 
competition currently, Roger DeCoster 
would be at the top of most lists. Roger 
is 30-years-old, married and is a factory 


‘rider for Suzuki. 


Gerrit Wolsink 

The highly respected Dutch GP rider 
accepted an offer from Suzuki to 
campaign the World Championship 
circuit this year after a very successful 
season on Maico in 1973. Gerrit has led 
the 500 class in points standings, was 
second in last year’s TransAMA and has 
put himself into the top five in the 
current 500 motocross- World 
Championship race. He is a graduate of 
dental school in his native Holland and 
is president of the Grand Prix Riders 
Association, the official body of 
motocross GP competitors. His steady, 
unspectacular, controlled riding style 
has put him in the lead or near it of 
many GPs and_ international 
motocrosses while others have crashed 
trying to maintain his deceptive pace. 
Gerrit is definitely a thinking man’s 
motocrosser and has shown that 
approach to be a good way to victory. 
He has adapted to his new Suzuki ride 
very impressively. Like Roger, he speaks 
several languages fluently. 


Jaroslav Falta 
The GZ factory rider has, in only two 
years, shot to the top of the list of 





motocross competitors from Eastern 
Europe and Russia. The 23-year-old 
Czech is from Holice, where he first 
rode a CZ motocrosser at the age of 18. 
He is fast, conditioned, and spectacular 
in the wild way he throws his 
lightweight works CZ around a 
motocross course. Falta is currently the 
top. contender for the 250 World 
Championship title. He trains rigorously 
with the factory team but, like most 
Czechs, seems to subsist on a diet of 
cabbage soup, gray bread, sausage and 
Pilsener beer. 


Raymond Boven 

The 21-year-old Flemish Belgian is one 
of the most promising young riders to 
emerge from Belgium, the Cradle of 
Motocrossers in some years. After 
finishing third in the 125cc world 
motocross class last year, he was offered 
a factory contract by Montesa to 
campaign the more prestigious 250 
World Championship Grands. Prix. He 
did not disappoint them by winning the 
first moto of the 1974 GP season in 
Spain, his first 250 GP. He has 
continued with consistent placings in 
the top 10 as the season has progressed, 
riding a prototype Montesa works bike, 
This will be Boven’s first appearance in 
North America. He is very fast and 
quick, perhaps too quick, on the 
throttle but always an exciting racer in 
international competition, 


Nils-Arne Nilsson 

The 23-year-old Husqvarna factory rider 
was the winner of the U.S. round of the 
125 World Championship series last year 
and has since taken up residence in the 
U.S. as an R&D rider for Husqvarna. 
Swedish-born and bred, he will be 
campaigning this year under a Swedish 
competition license. He is a very solid 
rider with the controlled, powerful 
moves of the current generation of 
Swedish-trained motocrossers, He is also 
a very hang-loose, competitive guy who 
has adapted well to California lifestyles. 
Nils-Arne is known as a topflight expert 





in. preparing Huskies for the most severe 
competition. 


Paolo Piron 

The latest addition to Husqvarna’s 
European factory team, Paolo is a 
21-year-old Italian from Turin in 
Northern Italy. He won the Italian 500 
National Championship last year and his 
potential caused Husky to offer him a 
factory bike to ride in most of the GPs 
this year. He is certainly the fastest, 
most competitive motocrosser to come 
out of Italy in many years. Paolo is, 
however, more familiar with the long, 
uphill-downhill tracks of Northern Italy 
and Austria and it will be interesting to 
see how quickly he adapts to the faster, 
tighter style of American motocross. 


Backing up this contingent of 
non-U.S. riders in the Superbowl will be 
other top-ranked international 
motocrossers such as Jan-Eric Sallqvist, 
former Swedish 125 National 
Champion, now riding for Kawasaki of 
Canada; Joze Zupin of Yugoslavia; 
Claudio Pesce of Argentina, and another 
CZ factory rider to be named by the 
Strakonice works, probably Miroslav 
Halm or Jiri Churavy, both of whom 
have campaigned U.S. international 
series in previous years and both 
winners of Grand Prix motos in this and 
previous years. 


Marty Tripes 

Returning to try and make it three 
straight overall wins in the Superbowl of 
Motocross is American wunderkind, 
Marty Tripes. Officially 17-years-old, 
Marty will be the youngest rider in the 
international class. He is now sponsored 
by Husqvarna and will be riding one of 
the new lightweight Husky 250s. Marty 
won the Superbowl MX first year 
(1972) on a Yamaha, then last year on 
Honda, so switching bike brands hasn’t 
seemed to hurt his chances for another 
overall win. Surprisingly, for a rider so 
young, Marty has gained his victories by 
fast, consistent riding, passing where 
others couldn’t and being quicker where 
others have slowed down. He got off to 
a slow start this year with his new 
Husky ride but has started to come on 
the pipe in the last few weeks and may 
be reaching his peak just about Saturday 
night. 


Brad Lackey 

The former U.S. National 500 
Champion comes to the Superbowl 
from the World Championship rounds 
of 500 class motocross where he has 
been riding Husqvarna this year. After 
early season problems getting the new 
ride sorted out, Brad has astounded 
international observers by taking a 
fourth and a third in the last two Grand 
Prix motos, proving that he is the best 
American 500 class rider, Brad will 
revert to the 250 displacement machine 
he has used in international motocross 
in Europe for the Superbowl but seems 
to be getting familiar enough with the 
works Husqvarnas to win on any of 
them on any U.S. track. The main 
problem Brad will encounter in the 
Superbowl is gearing himself up for the 
shorter 25-minute motos. He has been 
used to the 45-minute GP motos, 


` making some of his most impressive 


moves and doing his fastest riding in the 
last 20 minutes. But at 20-years-old, 
Brad has six years of expert and 
professional racing experience behind 
him and has learned to handle just 
about any track and racing conditions. 
Brad is smooth, 


Jim Weinert 

Kawasaki put their faith in Jim this-year 
as their only factory motocross rider 
and he has shown to be up to the task, 
currently standing second in the 500 
National class. Jim was the first 
American to ever win an international 
TransAMA motocross overall, which he 
did in Houston, Texas last year, You 
may not believe it to see him in action 
but he has actually tamed down his wild 
riding style without losing any speed, 
which means he is crashing less and 
finishing in the top three more. e

First Open Expert was Bob Leach on 
a Maico. Rick Burgett (Bul) had a big 
lead in the first moto until he broke the 
primary chain, Rocky Hardland (Mai) 
moved up to dice with Leach and took 
the lead briefly before he, too, was 
beset. with mechanical miseries that 
lasted all day. Dan Zlock (Bul) took the 
second moto win and third Overall. The 
consistency of Vernon Gabbert on his 
four stroke Honda paid off for second,

A recent ruling by the District 36 
referees barred any professional 
AMA Expert from riding in ama- 
teur or sportsman events. This was 
to enforce the AMA amateur ac- 
tivity rule that excluded Experts 
and former Experts who had held 
a card within the last two years 
from riding certain amateur races. They 
could still ride hare scrambles and 
motocross but it did exclude them from 
riding scrambles and short track. 

The AMA rule was put in some years 
back when the factory teams were 
riding Ascot on Friday nights for bucks 
and then getting paid to go take away 
sportsman trophies on Sundays. But in 
District 36, things are different from 
District 37 and most likely, each 
District has its own little set of 
peculiarities, this one’s being that it has 
very few professional races. 

That seems odd since it sports the 
largest number of professionally ranked 
National numbers and nearly half of the 
factory sponsored riders, but 
nevertheless, it’s true. Class “C” racing 
is nearly non-existent in Northern 
California. In 1973 there were about a 
dozen total including two Nationals and 
one non-National mile, and the regular 
indoor series that used to be pretty big 
stuff. 

What seems to be the subject of the 
great controversy is the system that runs 
the sportsman racing. Knowing this, the 
District 36 Board of Directors, or rather 
five of the nine, decided to allow Class 
“C” Experts to ride just like anybody 
else. If they have an AMA competition 
card and an appropriate District 36 
card, they were in. Some of the 
members of the District are disgruntled 
about it and the next two meetings 
should prove eventful.

Past years show the progressions and 
shortcoming of the system of just how 
it works. In 1967 when Len Allen was 
the Commissioner ,and High Priest of 
this District, it was decided that those 
Experts scoring the highest points for 
the year in the scrambles would be 
issued special numbers on Black Plates 
from 1-20, designating their standings as 
they performed from the year prior, 
something like the National where if 
you did good on the National trail, you 
got a number without a letter behind it. 

The first number one plate holder for 
the 1968 season was Jim Rice. That 
may give you some indication of the 
system and the competitive racing. The 
number three rider was Mark Brelsford 
and the number eight rider was Don 
Castro. Other Black Plates included 
Dave Hansen, Al Kenyon and Ken 
Roberts. 

Ray Huff, a 43-year-old man of iron, 
has held a Black Plate every year since 
its inception and is still tough to beat. 
Paul Johnson is another example, 
considered to be the finest racer to 
come down the pike, he quit in his first 
pro year after having beat Ken Roberts 
and Gary Scott at the Ascot regular 
Friday night show. 

The point of all this is that once the 
District gets its top riders to the pro 
circuit, they hardly ever come back to 
the amateur ranks and are lost as a draw 
for the spectators to come and watch. 

The professional no-ride controversy 
extends itself when the non-touring pros 
want to ride on the weekends when 
there isn’t anything going on within the 
District. If the District Sportsman 
Association won’t let them race, then 
who will? Some other sanctioning body 
or an outlaw event, but does that serve a 
purpose? Most likely not, as the loss of 
those riders tends to downgrade the 
sport by not letting the up and coming 
rider get right into the stiff competition. 
The likes of Bob Scally, Jim Foley, Jim 
Crenshaw, Mike O’Brien and Al Kenyon -~ 
not being able to ride within the District 
because they hold professional Expert 
cards is not logical and doesn’t make 
much sense or seem right. 

Jim Foley worked his way up to pro 
Expert by being damn good on the 
indoor tracks and fair to middlin’ on the 
half-mile. Foley is tied to a job as chief 
wrench at Lafayette Sportcycle and 
only wants to be able to ride. He likes 
having his pro card and being a Black 
Plate rider; so do the majority of the 
riders he runs against. 

It seems that although the rule has 
been in effect for some years, it was 
never enforced in this District. Why kick 
out some great talent that is a good 
draw and makes for some better racing? 
Dick Mann still rides in amateur 
competition but limits it to motocross 
and hare scrambles, just like it says in 
the book, although it wasn’t always that 
way. 

Reflecting now on why there aren’t 
many pro races shows that the majority 
of the name riders that are the crowd 
pleasers and attractions aren’t around 
during the season, The tracks have been, 
for the most part, satisfied to run the 
sportsman races where the riders pay 
most of the tariff. 

When the tour of professional events 
goes East, they have a half-mile track in 
every little town from Kansas to Eastern 
Pennsylvania and on any Sunday, there 
are probably a dozen or so good buck 
runs for easy money. The local hero 
goes out and challenges the best from 
California and maybe even wins, thus 
making him a better man and a bigger 
draw. 

Not so in California, there are only 
two regular shows for the pros, both are 
in Southern California. Both are super 
competitive when the big boys are in 
town and are just like the rest of the 
shows when they aren’t; that is, won by 
the regular rotation crew, the local hero, 

In Northern California there is one 
big half-mile early in the season, two 
and now three Nationals, one fair 
half-mile in September and a few short 
tracks, plus maybe a half-dozen indoor 
short tracks. That is the sum total of 
pro racing for Class “C” guys from up 
North. All that and still District 36 
manages to produce number one caliber 
riders and for the last five years has, in 
fact, produced the Number One man. 

So it boils down to whether to let 
the guys ride or tell them to hang it up.

A pretty tine 
little motorcycle

Several things have conspired late- 
ly to make little street motor- 
cycles more attractive to buy and 
more practical to own. The first 


thing, which largely caused the 
second and third, was the Great 
Fuel Shortage. Second was rapid 
and extreme inflation of motor- 
cycle prices as demand rose and supplies 
diminished. And third is the reduced

speed limit, which put freeway cruising 
speed within the comfortable reach of 
many smaller machines formerly 
incapable of keeping ahead of freeway 
romper-stompers.

find for sale, being one of the most 
popular fuel-saver commuter specials 
seen in 1974, the Year of the Shortages. 


It’s easy to understand why so many 
fuel-economy conscious people are 
scrambling to get their hands on the 
200. The worst mileage we got out of it, 
redlining in every gear until it reached 
the speed limit wherever we were riding, 
was just under 60 miles per gallon, The 
best we got, deliberately trying to 
squeeze out every drop, was 63 miles on 
one-half gallon. In the M.O.R.E. 
economy run, a CB 200 logged 96.692 
miles per gallon, according to the state 
of California’s precision measuring 
equipment. 

Many first-time buyers will be among 
the ones who get their hands on a CB 
200 before the supply runs out. The 
compact physical size of the bike, the 
astronomical prices now tagged on 
larger machines, the fame of the Honda 
name and the fantastic fuel economy 
(which must be simply mind-boggling to 
a person who up until this time has 
spent his entire life feeding Belchfire 
Detroit Eights) add up to a lot. Just the 
thing to sail back and forth to work on 
at 55 MPH. 

The styling is unique. Basically a 
fifth generation version of the 125 twin 
Honda first introduced in 1961 (it went 
from a 125 to a 150 to a 160 to a 175 
to its present form), the 200 looks like 
no other bike in its class, 

Honda appears to have finally gotten 
the message the Department of 
Transportation has been sending out 
about the dangers inherent in 
non-recessed gas caps during, frontal 
impact (read, crash) situations (they can 
change your sex): The CB 200 has a 
recessed cap surrounded by a padded 
strip that runs the length of the tank 
along the center line. 

The front end sports a brake better 
than found on any other machine 
comparable in size or price range. It is a 
mechanical disc unit and it is right 
clever. Not only does the cable-operated 
caliper provide excellent feel and superb 
power, but it also is self-adjusting. 

While the bike will reach about 80 
MPH flat out, and 63 MPH in the 
quarter-mile, it takes longer to get there 
than anything else in its class (Suzuki 
185 twin, Kawasaki 175 single, Yamaha 
RD 200). Still, it will reach 55 MPH in 
the length of a freeway on-ramp, and 
will easily cruise at 55 or 60. 

The engine just loves to rev. One neat 
thing about riding a little motorcycle is 
the fun you can have running it very 
hard without having to worry as much 
about speeding tickets like you would if 
you were riding a larger machine. The 
200 gave us some of the finest 
motorcycle fun we’ve had in a while on 
one long freeway off-ramp with a 
sweeper in the middle of its quarter-mile 
length and a small right hander at the 
end, leading to a stop sign. We always 
hesitated to leave braking to the last 
possible moment when riding larger 
bikes, because of the sheer size of the 
bike —we didn’t want to have to pitch 
500 pounds of too-fast-moving-matter 
into that end turn. 





But the 200 inspired 
confidence, and never let that 
confidence down. It would gladly spin 
to its limits with the rider tucked in, 
scrub off the necessary speed with ease 
in what seemed like inches before the 
time came to neatly stuff it into the 
turn. Nice and light with plenty of 
brakes is the 200. 

The tires were better than we expect 
to find on small Japanese motorcycles, 
The bike handled pretty well, although 
due to a short wheelbase (50.8 inches) it 
did get a bit squirrely while braking to 
the limits when playing roadracer, The 
handling is nothing the beginner will be 
finding fault with. Ground clearance is 
quite adequate. It wiggles a little on rain 
grooves, but not enough to worry you. 
The rear shocks are a little pogy, 
especially when packing double, but are 
comfortable. Théy don’t pound your

insides on freeway expansion joints, 
which alone makes them better than the 
shocks found on about half the bikes we 
test, regardless of e> 

The bike is susceptible to side winds 
because of its small size and light 
weight. When encountering moderate 
headwinds in combination with gentle 
grades, full throttle is often required to 
maintain 60 MPH. 

The bars, medium height and rather 
narrow, were very comfortable. The seat 
width and padding were better than we 
expected for the size and cost of the 
bike, both for rider and passenger. 

A small amount of vibration is felt 
through the rubber mounted handlebars 
and the footpegs, but it isn’t enough to 
bother. Altogether, the comfort rating 
of the bike is quite good, 

The gearshift has a light, short throw 
with a very positive action. We never 
had any problem with it, and never 
missed a shift, up or down, 

Its horn was acceptable around town, 
but not loud enough for freeway use. 

The turn signals provided amusement 
when accelerating. It seems that the 
higher the revs, the faster the signals 
blink. Gassing it from about four 
thousand RPM up to about nine 
thousand, the blinker would go from 
lazy to frantic, and reverse the process if 
the gas was rolled off. At night it was a 
lightshow. 














Lights in general were good, but not 
good enough for the- speed capabilities 
of the machine. They were as good as or 
better than anything we’ve seen on any 
other small motorcycle, still, in the 
absence of other illumination, we would 
not want to ride the CB 200 on a dark 
street at night above 45 MPH, if that 
fast. The tail light was fine. The 
instruments were reasonably easy to 
read, although making out the numbers 
on the odometer was difficult at night, 
so reading the resettable trip meter 
required lying on the tank to get a 
better look, or waiting to pass under a 
street light. . 

It’s a cold-blooded engine to start. 
Full choke with the electric starter 
made it light off except when the 
battery was low from running with the 
lights on. Thankfully at those times the 
kick starter was easy to use. After a few 
minutes warmup the bike would run 
without gagging. 

Our test bike blew a cam bearing 
holder gasket and started to drool oil all 
over the right side of the engine. The 
wind spread it on pants, side cases, 
carbs, etc. ... everything behind the 
leak. Such a problem is covered under 
the Honda warranty. 

Once while touring through Nebraska 
at about 70 MPH several years ago, we 
were passed by what we thought at the 
time was a Honda 305 Dream, It turned 
out it was a 150, and the intrepid rider 
was on his way from Wisconsin to San

Diego, California, as we learned at a gas 
station where he had stopped further 
down Interstate 80. We ran into him 
several more times during our trip west, 
and the last we saw of him was in Las 
Vegas. 

Thus it would seem that an owner of 
a 200 wishing to see the countryside 
could do so without worry, although as 
good as it is, the riding position and seat 
of the bike get a little cramped after 
riding about 70 miles in one stretch. At 
55 MPH, such a trip should be a 
pushover for the CB 200. 

If you’re inclined to want more go, a 
stock 160 cam and a set of 160 carbs 
will slip in/on to extract some more 
ponies, at a sacrifice of a few miles per 
gallon. 

The Honda CB 200 opens up new 
vistas of possibilities for small budget, 
small size motorcycle ownership in 
America, 1974. It’s a pretty fine little 
machine, e

Mickey Dymond on his little 
Yamaha mini took a first place 
win in the DeAnza drag climb 
today and set the stage for a day 
of surprises. This was nine-year-old 
Mickey’s first win and it opened 
the door for more upsets. In 
nearly every class, the big brass 
went to either a brand new rider or one 
who has not been doing well. 

The biggest single upset came in the 
400 Modified class. Kerry Peterson, on 
his super Maico, has totally dominated 
this class and hasnt been beaten in 
nearly a year. Then he ran into Gary 
Parsons on a trick Greeves. Parsons has 
been out of competition for several 
months, but he made his come-back 
with a bang, knocking young Peterson 
right out of first place. 

Another surprise came in the Open 
class. Tom LaRue showed his rear wheel 
to both Neal Mackel and Ed Shaver in 
the battle of the super-monsters. All 
three ride Triumphs in the 750 to 820 
catagory, all have highly modified bikes, 
and all burn fuel. Mackel, the most 
consistant winner in this class and the 
one who has taken the Overall win in 
the most climbs, was the first to fall 
behind LaRue. Then Shaver found 
himself in the same position. LaRue 
took the win and the battle became one 
for second place with Shaver and 
Mackel squaring off on the log. Mac’s 
bike, an 820cc monster took the climb, 
and Shaver had to settle for a third 
place. 

The final battle of the day came for 
the spot of top eliminator, Tom LaRue 
faced off with Ron Saffel. LaRue’s 
800 Triumph came out second best to 
the highly modified 650 fuel burner of 
Saffel. It has happened before, but it 
isn’t often when the winner of the Open 
class fails to take the top award. Those 
big bikes really throw the dirt as they 
fly over the super fast drag climb, but 
when the dust settled, the flag went to 
Saffel. 

A record entry of 127 bikers turned 
out for today’s climb, and about 20 of 
these were first timers. Kenny 
Thompson, a four-year-old, didn’t 
manage to win his class (the Minis) but 
he gave it a try and that participation 
trophy was carried away with as much 
excitement and enthusiasm as if it had 
been for top eliminator. These little 
ones are tomorrow’s big winners, and 
they give the sport everything they 
have, even if they are “handicapped” by 
bikes that have the power of the family 
lawnmower.

Several of the newer riders did their 
part in today’s upsets, Ron Thompson, 
on a stock 500 Yamaha, took first place 
in his class, jumped to the Modified 
class and took a third.

Although he didn’t place in his 
400 Modified class, he did jump to the 
450 Modified, taking first place, and 
then to the 500 Modified, where he got 
another first. Nuesse also rode a 
minibike, but had to give in to those 
who. were lighter in weight in that class. 

The DeAnza drag climbs give new 
riders a chance to get their initiation 
into hillclimbing, and many find that a 
good showing here is all they need to 
really get hooked. A lot of the new 
riders are already making plans to 
attend the July hillclimb at DeAnza, 
and the fact that park owner Doug Hall 
is offering $100 to the first rider to top 
his new hill in competition will serve as 
an added incentive. The next DeAnza 
climb, on a new, virgin hill, will take 
place on July 7.

Husqvarna will sponsor and equip the 
U.S. Silver Vase team which, lest you 
forget too quickly, won the whole 
bloody Six Days in Vase competition 
last year. And got too little recognition 
for their first time ever, very 
professional, and completely “together” 
victory effort. S 

The Vase “B” team will be on 
Rokons, the AMA goes on to say.

Checkpoint Ten, June 25, 1974 

In California, drivers arerequired to have expensive commercial 
license plates on their trucks or vans if they use them to haul 
motorcycles. Also in California, if you have an off road 
motorcycle, you must either have a street registration or a 
“green stickie’’ off road vehicle registration or a transport 
permit to be allowed to transport it in your truck or van on 
public roads. That means that you must A) pay an extra fee 
for your truck or van license if you want to transport your 
bike and B) pay either a street or off road registration fee if 
you want to transport your bike. Do you think this is double 
taxation? 

If you live in California, write to your state representatives 
(both your Assemblyman and your State Senator) and tell 
them how you feel about this. Ask for their feelings, and also 
suggest to them what you think should be done about this, if 
anything. 

If you do not live in California, find out if a similar 
situation exists’ in your state. Is there double taxation on 
transporting off road bikes? Is a commercial plate required? If 
only a commercial plate is required, is this discrimination? If 
no commercial plate or off road sticker is required, write to 
your state representatives and commend them. Tell them your 
feelings about California’s system and suggest that they never 
adopt it, if you feel that way. Or tell them what you think 
about your state’s system and suggest what they should do 
about it, if applicable. Send copies of letters to your state 
representatives to Cycle News West, Department Political 
Enduro, Box 498, Long Beach, CA 90801.

The third moto saw Stout again take 
the lead at the start. 

Stout began to open up a good 
margin over Bauer, and it looked as 
though Bauer was going to be happy to 
take second in the final moto. Suddenly 
Steve started charging and quickly 
closed the gap. 

Then it happened! The two riders 
came flying down the big downhill and 
Bauer left the gas on a bit longer than 
Stout, and slid underneath in the 
righthander. 

When Bauev slic under Stout, he shut 
off Rick at the edge of the big berm, 
and Stout had nowhere to go. Stout 
flew off the track, through the weeds 
and brush on the hill, and Bauer was 
long gone for the win, Stout was unable 
to finish, and took a third Overall 
behind Robinson, who was riding a 
Honda also. 

The 250 Expert class was no contest 
for Bauer. Ile dominated all three motos 
to give Ramona High another five points 
towards its Overall point total. 
Penton-mounted David Hopkins of 
Colton finished second Overall with 
third going to a Bloomington rider, Greg 
Byers (Kaw).

High School Motocross Championship.
